Israel Said 
To Soften 
Its Stand 

Offers Greater 
Sinai Pullback

JERUSALEM. June 24 (NTT). 
^'—■Israel has offered to withdraw 
from- the. western portions of the 
Sinai mountain jvnggpi and a cor- 
ridor leading, to the oil fields at 
Abu Rudefc as part of a new 
• interim agreement with Egypt 
lasting three to four years, ac- 
cording to Israeli government of- 
ficials. 

But Israel wants to retain con- 
trol of the eastern ends of the 
passes and access to the electronic 
surveillance stations that it main- 
tains in Che Gidi Pass, the officials 
said. 

Since Egypt has repeatedly 
demanded the return of the 
- passes in their entirely, many 
o ff ic i als here expect an. Initiall y 
negative reply to the new Israeli 
offer. But they hope that the 
proposal, . which was outlined to 
President Anwar Sadat by the 
UJ3. ambassador to Cairo yes- 
terday, win open the way to 
further discussions on a new in- 
terim agreement. 

In exchange for withdrawals, 
Israel wants an Egyptian com- 
mitment not to use force for a 
minimum of three years, arm 
preferably four. 

. Cabinet Approval 
The details of the new Israeli 
offer were approved in principle 
by the Cabinet last Tuesday, 
made final by Prime Minister 
Yitzhak Rabin and his top min- 
isters on Wednesday and hand- 
carried to .Washington on Thurs- 
day by Mr. Rabin's military 
aide, Brig. Gen. Ephraim Paran, 
officiate said. 

Gen. Poran reportedly carried 
a map of the Rinyi depicting the 
new line to which Israel is offer- 
ing to withdraw, plus other 
details of the new offer. These 
include proposals to reduce Egyp- 
tian diplomatic - and economic- 
warfare against- Israel and. . for 
limited direct movement of tour- 
ists and travelers between Israel 
and Egypt. 

. The details of the new Israeli 
offer apparently were given to 
A m bass a do r Hermann Elite, the 
American envoy in Cairo, who 
was in Washington over the 
weekend far consultations. 

Israeli o ffic i al s are waiting for 
word from Washington on the 
Egyptian response. 

Quick Answer 

The New York Times repented 
-from Cairo that Egypt gave a 
quick , answer today to an Amer- 
ican presentation of the Israeli 
position. President Sadat met for 
several hours in Alexandria with 
key military and diplomatic aides 
at midday and then summoned 
Ambassador Edts from Cairo to 
meet with him in the evening. 

[Although the nature of the 
Egyptian reply to Mr. Kilts was 
secret, it is known that the Egyp- 
tians have not budged from their 
refusal to make a declaration of 
formal nonbelligerency at this 
time.] 

Hie principal new element in 
the offer, the Israeli officials said, 
is the Israeli willingness to pull 
back from the coastline of the 
Gulf of Sues between the south- 
ern terminus of the Sues Canal 
and Abu Rudeis.

ritory of Mozambique became an 
independent nation at midnight 
after nearly five centuries of 
Portuguese colonial rule. 

More than 50,000 exuberant 
spectators at Machavst soccer 
atadium watched as the Ted and 
green flag of Portugal was cere- 
moniously lowered for the last 
time. It was replaced by the na- 


tional flag of Mozambique, 
whose green, white, black and 
yellow stripes and red triangle 
hung limp in the sultry night 
under the glare of floodlight*.. 

The flag ceremony was fol- 
lowed by a declaration of inde- 
pendence from Portugal. 

Saraora Machel, the 41 -year- 
old revolutionary leader of this 
nation of 8.5 million, will be 
officially sworn in as president 
this morning. He will deliver a 


“message to the nation'' that 
will be followed by a military 
parade in the afternoon and a 
state banquet in the evening. 

A stone-laying ceremony for 
a monument to the “heroes of 
i he struggle for national libera- 
tion'' is also planned. 

Mozambique will be officially 
known as the People's Republic 
of Mozambique, reflecting the 
revolutionary Socialism of the 
country’s new leadership.

The first message, a personal 
letter to Queen Elizabeth from 
Gen. Amin, was carried here this 
morning by Lt. Gen. Sir Chandra 
Blair and Maj. Iain Grahame. the 
two envoys who Dew to Uganda 
last week to an unsuccessful ef- 
fort to persuade the African ruler 
to spare Mr. mite's life. 

The two men conferred briefly 
with Foreign Secretary James 
Callaghan shortly after they ar- 
rived back at London’s Heathrow 
Airport. Mr. Callaghan told re- 
porters that the letter shed little 
new light on Gen. Amin's posi- 
tion. 

“It really conveys nothing we 
did not know.” he said. 

Gen. Amin's basic position has 
been that he will go ahead with 
the execution unless Mr. Cal- 
laghan Dies to Uganda to discuss 
broader problems between the two 
countries. 

The President reaffirmed that 
position In the second message, a 
five-page telegram to the Queen

French Printers

' Blunt Talk? by 7 Old Friends Helps Ford Keep Perspective

WASHINGTON. June 34 fNYTV. 
— -Every six weeks or so. some of 
President Ford’s closest ac- 
quaintances outside the White 
House assemble to the Cabinet 
Room to criticize his work. 

Since he took office, Mr, Ford’s 
friends have, taken issue with his 
pardon of former President 
Richard Nixon, expressed shock 
at an element of his original 
tax-cut proposal and quarreled 
with his reluctance to become a 
formal candidate for a full term 
as president. Once they even 
- watched him rehearse a television 
address, found his manner want- 
ing. and told Mm he needed more 
practice. 

The “very blunt talk" to which 
seven of Mr. Ford’s old friends 
have subjected Mm has been at 
the President's invitation. 

Mr. Ford is no masochist, but 
he may be the most equable of 
recent presidents when it comes 
to complaints about his perform- 
ance. He merely wants people he 
trusts, who are seeking no jobs 
and have no administrative port- 
folios. to help him keep some 
perspective on himself. 

How much impact the discus- 
sions have hgd on White House 
policy and whether they will con- 
tinue *0 have an Impact are, 
even among the Ford friends, 
matters of conjecture. At least 
for now, both the President and 


his friends think the sessions use- 
ful in staving off the delusions 
of grandeur that are thought to- 
be endemic to the White House. 

“It’s another way to keep him 
open," said. William Scranton, a ■ 
former governor of Pennsylvania, 
who Is one of the members of 
the group. 

Political scientists have fretted 
fox years about presidents being 
cloistered in the White House 
and Isolated from people, from 

honest advice and. perhaps, from 

reality. 

But a political scientist. James 
Barber of Duke University, after 
observing Mr. Ford from afar far 
several months, posed the cau- 
tious proposition that “the ‘Im- 
perial president’’ h as disap- 
peared.” 

Natural Maw 

Similarly. George Reedy, who 
had been press secretary to Presi- 
dent Johnson, marveled recently, 
“What you are seeing is just the 
natural Jerry Ford.” Mr. Reedy 
made, the comment despite & 
warning he sounded, to a book 
called "The Twilight of the Presi- 
dency,” cm the flatteiy and phy- 
sical insulation that can lead 
president* to believe their own 
hyperbole. 

A reason for Mr. Ford’s rel- 
ative openness Is that he has 
what Bryce Harlow describes as " 
“a group of old friends who sit 
down and tell tom like It is, un- 
blemished.”

Mr. Harlow, who had been a 
eounseior to President ELsen-' 
bower and Mr. Nixon, and who is 


back at his more permanent post 
as a lobbyist for Procter & 
Gamble, knows soft soap when he 


sees it. He is one of the old 
friends. 

The others, besides Mr. Scran- 
ton. are William Whyte, the 
Washington vice-president of U5. 
Steel Corp.. Melvin Laird, a 
former secretary of defense and 
current counselor to Reader's 
Digest. John Byrnes, a retired 
representative from Wisconsin 
who Is now practicing law, Sen. 
Robert Griffin of Michigan, the 
Senate Republican whip and 
David Packard, a former deputy 
secretary of defense who is back 
running his California electronics 
firm, Hewlett-Packard. 

Transition Group 

With the exception of Mr. 
Packard, they were all members 
of the quasi-official group of ad- 
visers Mr. Ford assembled last 
August tp guide his transition 
from unelected Vice-President to 
unelected President. 

Although the transition has 
long since been completed, the 
“transition group," as it Is called, 
has met with Mr. Ford irregularly 
to offer what a White House aide 
described as “a bunch of things 
they think the President ought to 
hear, from the global to the 
trivial, from the official to the 
personal.” 

There are no ground rules, no 
records kept. The group as- 
sembles on a week's notice— 
usually late to the afternoon of 
a quiet day or on a weekend — to 
sit around the cabinet's varnished ' 


table and have an unvarnished 
conversation. Refreshments, as a 
participant noted with regret, are 
limited to coffee or Iced tea. 

“I'm always surprised when he 
reconvenes the thing." Mr. Har- 
low said. “I wonder how helpful 
lt te to him. He calls us back 
together, so he must think it is.” 

The President himself has 
wondered aloud, to a somewhat 
bemused way. about why he has 
subjected himself— six times so 
far — to the group’s blunt critiques. 

A private conversation, recount- 
ed by Mr. Scranton, describes the 
relationship between President 
and group members. Mr. Ford 
and Mr. Scranton were talking 
recently about the collapse ol 
South Vietnam when suddenly 
Mr. Ford stopped, eyed his guest 
and engaged in the following ex- 
change:

Mr. Scranton: No. I didn't. 

Mr. Ford paused, looked into 
the eyes of his tnend. and said. 
“Why are you for me at all?"

MADRID, June 24 fWPl.— 
Vowing to adhere to the author- 
itarian political principles laid 
down by Generalissimo Francisco 
Franco. Premier Carlos Arias 
Navarro today barred the way to 
major reforms and to an early 
transition of power to Prince 
Juan Carlos de Bor bon. 

In a major policy speech to the 
Cortes ^parliament*. Mr. Arias, 
who 16 months ago announced 
a limited liberalization program, 
intimated that his administration 
has gone as far and as fast as he 
intends to go. He said there 
would be no constitutional re- 
form. 

Earlier in the day the Premier 
and his Cabinet pledged loyalty 
to the prince, Gen. Franco's 
designated successor, at a cere- 
mony celebrating Juan Caries’s 
saint’s day. In a brief congra- 
tulatory statement, Mr. Arias 
made it clear that he considered 
the prince to be Gen. Franco’s 
political heir, and that the prince 
was expected to continue the 
present governing system. 

The Premier told parliament 
that he was rejecting advice that 
he ask the armed forces to vow 
loyalty to Che regime. This would 
be “insulting," he said. 

In recent months there have 
been reports that many officers 
were anxious for Gen. Franco, 

. 82. to step down so that the 
prince could lead Spain to 
, democracy. 

While most of the deputies 
, appointed by Gen. Franco praised 
Mr. Arias's speech, several who 
won their seats in electoral con- 
tests expressed disappointment. 

1 One-filth of the 565 members are 
elected. 

Crackdown on Reds 
v The Premier also announced 
'■ that he plans to introduce a 
decree to stamp out Communists 
\ “of all types." 

The outlawed Communist party 
■ has been extremely active in the 
lust few months, joining liberal 
^Catholics. bankers and even mon- 
archists in a common front. 

The Premier said that he ex- 
pects that limited political par- 
ties, authorized earlier this year 
after a major political fight, will 
participate in the general elec- 
tions in the fall. 

For the last few months Mr. 
Arias has been reported in trouy 
ble with Gen. Franco because 
of his liberalisation attempts, 
and with powerful right-wing 
groups which have fought the 
Premier’s minimal reforms. 

With today's speech, however. 
Mr. Arias— a former security 
police chief— apparently moved 
firmly back into the conservative 
camp, thus ending his ambiguous 
position of advocating reform 
while cracking down on the op- 
position.

Gen. Diez Alegria has travelled 
throughout Spain for meetings 
with dissident factions. His con- 
tacts include not only Social 
Democrats but members of the 
Democratic Junta, a coalition of 
liberal Roman Catholics, bankers, 
lawyers and outlawed Commu- 
nists. 

He has been proposed as the 
premier of the first post-Franco 
government, but the general has 
disclaimed any such ambition. 

Sources said that Gen. Dlez 
Alegria and Gen. .

By far the largest group of 
women In the world seems to be 
the least represented. This Is 
tite billion or so females who, 
according to the UN. are bound 
to the land aud villages in poor 
nations, growing food and raising 
children. It is the lot of the 
majority of these women, accord- 
ing to a UN background paper 
prepared for this conference, "to 
be underfed, ill, uneducated and 
pregnant from the day of their 
first menstruation until meno- 
pause."

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The Basis of Alliance 


Secretary of State Kissinger's remarks 
about the American approach to its alliances 
in his Atlanta speech have been taken as a 
warning to several specific countries, which 
have been openly debating the value of their 
participation in those alliances. But Mr. Kis- 
singer's comments have a wide scope: they 
deserve attention in other capitals than, say, 
Ankara. Athens, or Bangkok — including 
Washington itself. 

“We assume" Mr. Kissinger said, “that our 
friends regard their ties to us as serving 
their own national purposes, not as privileges 
to be granted and withdrawn as means of 
pressure.” That is a realistic point of view. 
What has obscured it in the past was a 
process of accumulating treaties of mutual 
defense that assumed the division of the 
world Into Communist, and free, a dichotomy 
that, however tenable during the lifetime 
or Stalin, is now patently oversimplified. 
Moreover. American zeal in this respect, 
especially but by no means wholly, during 
John Foster Dulles's tenure in the State 
Department, gave the impression that this 
was an American policy rather than a mutual 
one — that, In effect, the United States was 
willing to buy allies in much the manner 
that England's Pitt did during the Napo- 
leonic wars. It was also a mood and a course 
or action that spread American power too 
thinly over too- wide an area. 

Two factors have profoundly altered Wash- 
ington's policy in this respect. One was 
negative: The impact of the long and losing 
war in Southeast Asia, in which too much 
was applied to win too little, yet not enough 
lor success. The other was detente, which. 


stemmed from a common recognition by 
Moscow. Washington and Peking that the 
risks of total confrontation were too great 
for what it might achieve for any side. 

Detente has not progressed far enough— 
and probably will not do so in the foreseeable 
future— for physical and moral disarmament 
to proceed to its logical conclusion (logical, 
that Is. for a sane world). There are nations 
and whole regions, like Western Europe, for 
which alliances with the United States pre- 
sent shared advantages in security. But un- 
less the sharing Is recognized by both parties, 
treaties and bases, arms and Instruction in 
their use. can become objects of haggling and 
friction which would vitiate the substance of 
any alliance. 

American losses, in men. material and pres- 
tige in Indochina, have not weakened the 
fundamental strength of the United States. 
Tlie nation does not need, for its security or 
its global purposes, to go hat in hand to its 
allies. As Mr. Kissinger said: “Any ally 
whose perception of its national interest 
changes will find us prepared to adapt or 
end our treaty relationship." In that con- 
text. existing treaties can be examined objec- 
tively and adjusted to present, rather than 
earlier, patterns of world politics. 

The United States does not want to with- 
draw to Fortress America, with the isolation 
that would involve. But the world cannot 
ignore that this is at least a possibility for 
Americans: an economic and strategic bas- 
tion such as few nations possess. Pulling 
back into it would mean great losses for all 
concerned — but America would not be the 
greatest sufferer. 


Bonn’s Nuclear Threat... 


The Ford administration has apparently 
failed to convince the West German govern- 
ment that the United States views with 
grave concern Bonn's projected sale to Brazil 
of a complete nuclear industry and technol- 
ogy that would permit production of atomic 
bombs as well as electricity. Only Congress 
now can bring the message home in time 
to delay this tragic misstep: the unpre- 
cedented West German-Brazil agreement is 
scheduled to be signed by the end of the 
week. 

Sen. Mondale. D-Minn., has announced a 
resolution expressing the opposition of the 
Senate to the sale of uranium enrichment 
and plutonium extraction technology that 
would put weapons- grade fissionable material 
In the hands of more countries. 

West Germany is planning to sell both 
types of plants and technology to Brazil; 
France is negotiating sales of plutonium ex- 
traction plants to South Korea and Pakistan. 
The UJS. government for 30 years has refused 
to permit sales of such technology and 
turned down a Brazilian request last year, 
thus leading to the West German success in 
obtaining the multibillion-dollar nuclear- 
power contract. 

France has been taking part in a series of 


American -Initiated exploratory talks among 
the main nuclear exporting countries to see 
whether common rules can be adopted that 
would prevent competitive degradation of 
safeguards in pursuit of commercial advan- 
tage. But if West Germany goes ahead with 
the Brazilian sale, there will be less hope of 
French restraint.. This Breach in the dike 
could lead quickly to a breakdown of the 
whole system to avoid the spread of nuclear 
weapons. 

Yet. for reasons that are not entirely clear, 
the West Germans say that concern over 
the Brazilian deal has not been expressed to 
them from the top levels of the Ford admin- 
istration. It is understandable that Secre- 
tary of State Kissinger would like to avoid a 
major West German- American crisis at this 
difficult time. But the representations made 
to Bonn at lower levels— urging that West 
Germany conform to the export standards 
that the United states sets for itself— seem 
merely to have convinced West German 
leaders that Washington Is not serious about 
the nuclear danger. 

Senate passage of the Mondale resolution, 
which urges a summit-level approach by 
President Ford to seek suspension of the 
West German and French nuclear exports, 
might yet lead to second thoughts In Bonn. 


...U.S. Nuclear Response 


President Ford's reported decision to ask 
tor legislation to allow the production and 
sale of enriched uranium by private industry 
•—under tight government control — may 
eliminate a log-jam that has Increased the 
danger of nuclear proliferation as described 
above. 

Construction of new enrichment facilities 
lor reactor fuel has been heid up since 1971, 
when President Nixon ordered a study of 
this "private option." When the energy crisis 
last year stepped up plans around the world 
to expand nuclear power, the total capacity 
of the existing three government-owned, 
privately operated gaseous diffusion plants 
in the United States suddenly became fully 
•'booked." Foreign as well as domestic 
reactor owners, including some who had 
bought American-made power reactors oil 
the understanding that enriched fuel sup- 
plies would be provided as needed, were con- 
fronted with a “moratorium" on firm fuel 
commitments for the future. Instead, they 
received "conditional" promises to provide 


fuel if added American capacity became 
available. 

West Germany was thus Impelled to con- 
tract for Soviet enriched uranium. In Brazil, 
groups that long had campaigned unsuccess- 
fully for an independent nuclear capability 
have now won the battle. Brazil offered to 
place multibillion-dollar orders for nuclear 
reactors in the United States if it were sold a 
"complete nuclear fuel cycle." When the 
United States, following a 30-year policy, re- 
fused to sell such equipment, which would 
provide access to weapons- grade fissionable 
materials. Bonn moved in and obtained, in 
return, commitments that Brazilian uranium 
would be sold to West Germany. 

All over the world, interest in achieving 
independence from American nuclear fuel 
supplies has been greatly increased by the 
delay in expanding American capacity. Mov- 
ing ahead now on the domestic front could 
help contain nuclear spread as well as meet 
economic and energy needs of the United 
States and the other major petroleum-im- 
pcrting countries.

T ISBURN, Northern Ireland.— 
^ The Ulster miniwar between 
British security forces and IRA 
guerrillas, against a background 
of gang-conflicts between armed 
Protestant and Catholic enthu- 
siasts. has been going on since 
August, 1969, and Is therefore of 
longer duration than either 
World Wars I or II.

There Is more 
a sense of moral obligation to 
keep order than a wish ' to re- 
main. How to settle the politi- 
cal issue of all-Irish unity or 
disunity continues an open ques- 
tion. Until outlines of an an- 
swer appear London is stuck 
with it.

P ARIS— r or all its current 
troubles the American e-GR- 
oray remains basically sound. 

Even today the United States 
benefits from a cumber of major 
advantages tliat make it peerless: 
a huge geographical territory, 
considerable natural rosojn.es, a 
large disciplined and highly qual- 
ified population, r.ct to mention 
a sophisticated ever-developing 
technology. 

The plight of the dollar must 
not overshadow the a m a z \ r. s 
achievements of the space pro- 
gram. It seems relevant to recall 
these basic truths at a tune when 
the United States is gome through 
its worst crisis in So years. 

Actually the energy crisis has 
given the United States an op- 
portunity which it hasn't grasp- 
ed as yet. To the contrary, it 
has helped exacerbate a partic- 
ularly severe recession. This is 
because, in fact, the prosperity 
of the preceding years concealed 
a fundamental flaw. 

Rare for Grotrlh 

Since World War n. m the race 
for growth the American econ- 
omy has been overtaken by its 
Japanese and European com- 
petitors. The figures speak for 
themselves: in 1950 Japan and 
Europe represented 5 per cent 
and 55 per cent of the- American 
GNF; 20 years iarer, there propor- 
tions had reached respect .rely 20 
per cent and 80 per cent. 

In addition, there was the 
quasi- permanent U.S. payments 
deficit. One tends to lose sight of 
the fact that, except in 1951, the 
American balance of payments 
has been in deficit since 1949, that 
is to say for practically 25 years 
without interruption. Moreover, 
the deficits, which in the be- 
ginning were relatively small have 
recently skyrocketed to unprece- 
dented proportions. $22 billion In 
1971 and S18 billion in 1974. 

More recently there was also 
the inflation problem. The Unit- 
ed States had long been spared 
this onus. Then in turn, it be- 
came the prey of an inflation 
which rapidly took on a “Brazil- 
ian'' pace; American wholesale 
prices increased by more than 20 
per cent in 1974 for the first time 
in the history of the country. 

The inadequate gains in pro- 
ductivity were also an alarming 
symptom. But there were others 
such as the growing indebtedness 
of the federal government, of 
corporations and Individuals. 

Clearly the crisis today is of 
a different nature from the oc- 
casional crises which have recur- 
rently affected the united States 
economy since 1945. 

It is obvious that the main- 
tenance of the American leader- 
ship in the world has entailed 
heavy public expenditures, which 
acted as a drag on growth. Be- 
tween 1950 and 1970 the United 
States lias spent S1.3 trillion on 
defense, the Soviet Union. $1.4 
trillion. Europe, $300 billion, while 
Japan was devoting a mere 1 per 
cent of its GNP. Whatever the 
I ndirect technological windfalls, 
those colossal sums have been 
siphoned out of resources avail- 
able for productive investments.

The maintenance of the bal- 
ance -of -payments deficit, which 
permitted the United States to 
finance the excess use of re- 
sources with foreign credit. has 
Jong concealed the erosion of tlve 
US. position and made it pos- 
sible to postpone corrective ac- 
tion. 

The worsening of Inflation, fol- 
lowed by recession, has called the 
end of the game.

The scale of this sadistic urban 
guerrilla fight has been limited 
even at its worst. In I97S, near 
its peak, there was a lower 
murder rate in Belfast than in 
25 American cities, the British 
claim, arguing that, statistically, 
Belfast is safer than Cleveland, 
Ohio. Twenty-four English sol- 
diers were killed in Ulster during 
1973. That year 96 were killed 
in traffic accidents elsewhere in 
Europe.

Human Ugliness 


Although the scale of opera-

Reply From IATA 


Re T he N ew York Times edi- 
torial (IHT. June 24i, it seems 
that the writer is unaware of the 
fact that governments— including 
that of the United States— require 
that air transport be regulated: 
this requirement has been codi- 
fied in well over 1,000 bilateral 
air transport agreements between 
governments the world over. This 
has been true since the early days 
of bilateral air transport agree- 
ments authorizing scheduled in- 
ternational services. In the pres- 
ent situation of the world air- 
line industry where it is essential 
to husband resources, the need 
far maintaining this principle is 
greater than ever. 

It must be remembered that, 
while in a few countries the air- 
lines designated to perform inter- 
national service are ordinary 
commercial enterprises in the pri- 
vate sector, in many other coun- 
tries they have been established 
under government ownership and 
control and are regarded as 
instruments for the conduct and 
development of international rela- 
tions. A government that' owns 
its International carrier win not 
readily abandon It to the un- 
regulated forces of market compe- 
tition. In this world air transport 
environment — which Is a fact and 

not necessarily a preference— the 
first victims of any deregulation 
would therefore be the airlines, 
both scheduled and charter, of 
the United States. I must point 
out that, in making their decision 
that air transport should be regu- 
lated, governments, as custodians 
of the public interest, have rec- 
ognized that unregulated competi- 
tion is not In the public interest 
— but at the same time they have 
safeguarded this public interest 
through the necessary supervisory 
machinery. 

It may be appropriate to em- 
phasize in this context that be- 
cause of the very major part the 
United States plays In interna- 
tional civil aviation they can un- 
doubtedly exert the greatest in- 
fluence and can provide the most 
effective leadership. In fact, it 
could be said without exaggera- 
tion that the world expects the 
United States to provide common 
sense leadership and enlightened 
guidance In international civil air 
transportation. It is freely said 
that the lack of such leadership, 
guidance and— equally Important 
—continuity. Is one of tbe main 
causes of the present chaotic 
situation in international air 


transport a a a whole. Including 
U.S. carriers, whether they are 
scheduled airlines or programmed 
[schednllzed] charter operators. 
It is of great importance that 
such leadership is developed and 
exercised in discussion with other 
aviation nations at its formative 
stage; this is the only way to 
ensure a harmonious and con- 
structive internationally agreed 
c omm on sense regulatory environ- 
ment in the interest of the public 
and individual nations. 

Since governments require 
fares to be regulated— and they 
have stipulated in bilateral air 
transport agreements that this, 
should be done through IATA— 
an enforcement machinery is 
needed, failing government en- 
forcement of the bilateral agree- 
ments between governments. It - 
is this airlin e machinery that is 
being strengthened at the request 
of governments and airlines and 
in tbe ■ ultimate interest of the 
public and the taxpayer.

Waiting, for Wilson 


Some remarks of rebuttal, if 
you will, on James . Heston's re- 
cent article tIHT,’.

level considered by scientists to 
permit the greatest catch by 
whalers while guaranteeing sur- 
vival of the species. 

UB. delegate Robert White pro- 
posed that the pro tecti on level 
should start at the M3Y point or 
above, but called 10 per cent 
below MS Y acceptable, the 
sources said. Conservationists 
complained that this level would 
not safeguard stocks. They said 
ft would permit hunters to kill 
about 30.000 whales a year. 

The commission’s technical 
committee recommended adop- 
tion of a report which said that 
the explosive harpoon, when ex- 
pertly used, is the least cruel way 
of killing whales.

Sickle- Cell Trait 
Screening for a sickle-cell trait 
in blacks has also been 
as discriminatory . and potential' 
ly damaging A person who 
Inherits that trait from only one 
parent will suffer no 111 effects, 
but the person who inherits it 
from both parents may. suffer 
from the serious blood disease 
called sickle-cell anemia. 

The National Research Coun- 
cil report said some genetic 
counselors have improperly fail- 
ed to nrm-fcg . it clear that the 
presence of tLu trait is not itself 
a sign of ill-health. 

The most widely used type of 
genetic screening is the te sting 
in early infancy far PKU 
(phenylketonuria), - &. disorder 
that may doom its victims to 
incurable mental retardation. The 
ill-effects are preventable by' ap- 
plication of a strict diet early 
in infancy. 

At present, the report said, 43. 
states have law s c alling for 
screening for PKU in early 
infancy. 

This kind of screening also 
had been controversial in the 
past. The report said it was 
promoted with great enthusiasm 
in the 1960s When there were 
still major gap s in knowledge 
concerning PKU.

AROLSEN. West Germany, 
June 24 lUPD . — The Internatio- 
nal Tracing Service of the Red 
Crass said today it has discover- 
ed that the Nazis were operating 
six concentration camps hitherto 
unknown, in the first two years, 
after Hitler took power in 1933. 

Alfred Opitz, head of the ser- 
vice's record office, said investi- 
gators have established that the 
Nazis were naming two camps 
in Bremen and one each in Bre- 
xnerhaven, .. Bennlnghausen in 
Westphalia, Kislau in south Ger- 
many and Zwickau, in what is 
now East Germany. 

The agency had listed 33 con- 
centration camps in Germany in 
1933 and the following year. 
“Our evidence on the existence 
of the additional six camps is 
based on police, state and muni- 
cipal documents rather than on 
witness accounts,” Mr. Opitz said.

ILO Adopts Migrant Worker Convention

GENEVA June 24.— The 125- 
nation international Labor Or- 
ganization today approved a new 
convention that seeks to improve 
the lot of millions of migrant 
workers throughout the world. 

Approval followed a lengthy 
debate at the ILO’S annual con- 
ference. During the debate, gov- 
ernment representatives of most 
host countries voiced reserva- 
tions. There were no opposing 
vct.--s in the roll calL but several 
rations, including the United 
Etat^s. Britain. France. West 
Gjrmsny and a number of Afri- 
can nations, abstained. 

’ “Tnere are requirements in the 
proposed convention which make 
acceptance by my country and 
.i other West European countries 
very probably impossible.” West

The U.S. representative said 
the United States could not ac- 
cept obligations to allow short- 
term migrant workers admitted 
for a specific job to be free to 
take work elsewhere in the coun- 
try. 


France, which requires 13 years' 
residence before certain foreign 
workers can choose their profes- 
sion and region to live, said It 
could not accept an article allow- 
ing migrants free choice of em- 
ployment after two years. - 

ILO member nations have the 
option of adopting parte of the 
convention and rejecting other 
sections. 

Backers of the convention In- 
cluded Spain, Italy. Portugal and 
Turkey — homelands of most of 

the 13 million “guest' workers" in 
Europe. Millions of other mi- 
grants have been moving to Afri- 
ca. Asia and the Western Hemi- 
sphere in recent years, according 
to a repot to the conference. ' 

Countries adhering- to the con- 
vention are pledged to promote 
and guarantee “equality of op- 
portunity and treatment” for 
migrant workers and their fam- 
ilies. Another section obliges 
member states to take legislative 
actum against migration “in 
abusive conditions” and prosecute 
clandestine manpower trafficking 
across international borders. 

The convention states that 


members, “by methods appro- 
priate' to iwtiflna] conditions aTK i 
practice” would undertake to ap- 
ply a social policy .enabling 
"migrant workers and their fami- 
lies to share in advantages” 
enjoyed by their nationals. 

They are : also to “encourage 
efforts" to preserve the migrants’ 
“national and ethnic identity and 
their cultural . ties with their 
country of origin." • 

A West Germsh- Austrian at- 
tempt to permit- ratifying coun- 
tries to apply certain restrictions 
in accordance with the situation 
of the labor market whs over- 
whelmingly rejected to a com- 
mittee vote..

Swedish Writer Per Wakloo; 
Crime Novels Mirrored Life

NEW YORK, June 24 (NYT>. — 
Per wahloo, 48, who achieved 
worldwide recognition for the 
detective novels that he and his 
wife, Mai Sjowall, wrote, died 
yesterday to Malm 6. Sweden, 
where he lived. 

In such novels as “The Man 
on the Balcony,” “The Man Who 
Went Up to Smoke," “The Laugh- 
ing Policeman,” "Murder at the 
Savoy” and “The Abominable 
Man," the team set out to mirror 
society through the novel of crime. 

Although the plots ostensibly 
were woven around a brutal 
mugging, perhaps, or the disap- 
pearance of a globe-trotting jour- 
nalist, or the shooting or eight 
persons on a bus,, they had a 

purpose beyond the traditional 
entertainment of the genre. 

As Mr. Wahloo put it while in 
New York in 1971 with his wife 
to accept an Edgar Allen Poe 
Award from the Mystery Writers 
of America for "The Laughing 
Policemen.” judged the best mys- 
tery novel that year, the aim of 
their work was to trace a man's 
personality. 

He and his wife, who, like him, 
had a background in journalism, 
planned a series or 10 books, 
covering a 10 -year span to the 
career of Martin Beck, a fictional 
detective on the Stockholm police 
force. 

Mr. Wahloo said they wanted 
to show “the man's personality 
changing under the years, the 
milieu the atmosphere chang- 
ing, the political climate, the 
economic climate changing, the 
crime rate, so you can get the 
whole picture." 

How Concept Began 
Mr. Wahloo explained how the 
collaboration had begun. “We 
met." he said, “working for two 
separate magazines for the same 
publisher In 1961. She worked 
for Idun. a women's magazine. 

I worked for Se, which is Took' 
to Swedish. 

“We were sitting to a restaurant 
during lunch one day, and we 
suddenly started talking about 
this idea we had both been 
nursing,” he said, the concept of 
the crime novel as a mirror to 
society. 

They began plotting their escape 
from the magazine business and 
working out the outline of the 
Martin Beck . series, which they 
looked upon as one very tong 
novel of exactly 300 chapters. 

With the spare, disciplined style 
of their journalistic past, the 
WahlooB were able to collaborate 
in singular style — writing alter- 
nate chapters. “While Per is 
writing chapter one. I am writing 
chapter two,” his wife said. 

U J1 Maj had written the first 
part and I had written the second, 
there had been no difference” 
Mr. Wahloo said.

Canada's Budget 
Tries to Combine 
Growth, Austerity 

OTTAWA, June 24 (UPI).— 
Finance Minister John Turner 
yesterday proposed a “very pain- 
ful” Sl-bilUan cut in federal 
spending, plus tax concessions to 
manufacturers and a sizable oil- 
gas price increase to deal with 
inflation, the recession and an 
energy shortage in Canada. 

Despite his plan for a massive 
cutback in spending, Mr. Turner's 
budget program envisions a 
deficit of $3.7 billion on total 
spending of $35.8 billion for the 
1975-76 fiscal year. Such a 
deficit would be more than five 
times the current fiscal year's 
deficit of $635 million on outlays 
of $30.7 billion. 

The main features of the new 
budget include government aus- 
terity and a plea for belt-tighten- 
ing by all Canadians. ' a 10-cent- 
a-gallon gasoline excise tax, ad- 
ditional general oil and gas price 
increases, tax breaks for manufac- 
turers expanding their plants 
and companies involved to ex- 
ploration for fuel resources, 
higher income taxes for those 
earning above $27,000 and selec- 
tive employment stimulation. 

Mr. Turner said: "I believe 
this budget strikes the right 
balance of policy ... to prepare 
the Canadian economy for a re- 
sumption of economic growth 
without Inflation."

Sony Profit Drops 9.8 Per Cent in Quarter 


TOKYO. June 24 (AF-DJ).— 
Consolidated net profit of Sony 
Corp. fell 9.8 per cent to 8.07 bil- 
lion yen ($104 mfmnni in the 
second quarter fended April 30 
from 337 billion yen a year ear- 
lier, Sony reported today. 

Consolidated sales rose to 899 
billion yen from 84.13 Hnwmi yen. 

The .results were somewhat 
better than the company's initial 
expectations. Sony executives 
said in late March that second- 
quarter sales would probably be 
slightly below the April 1974 
result. Unexpectedly strong de- 
mand. far color television sets in 
the Japanese domestic market ap- 


peared to underly the better per- 
formance. 

Domestic sales totaled 4295 bil- 
lion yen in the April quarter, op 
11 per cent from a year earlier. 
Overseas sales rose 3 per cent to 
4696 hTIHnn yen. 

Sony's pre-tax income fell only 
23 per centin the second quar- 
ter, but higher tax payments, 
stemming in part from a cor- 
porate income surtax imposed in 
the wake of the 1973 odl crisis, 
produced a larger decline in net 
results. 

Profit was - aided by a turna- 
round in the performance of sub- 
sidiaries, however. Equity in 
earnings of affiliates added 306 


million yen to net income in the 
April term, against a loss of 325 
million yen In the first quarter 
and a loss of 112 mininn yen a 
year earlier. 


Some Firms Said to Leave 
As Peru Oil Hopes Fade 


LIMA, June 24 (AP-DJ1. — Peru 
is not meeting its expectations of 
becoming a major oil exporter 
as more and mare wildcat wells 
lii' the Amazon jungle come in 
dry. 

After four years of exploration, 
only one of 29 foreign oil com- 
panies drilling here— Occidental 
Petroleum — and the government- 
owned Petroleos del Peru CPefro- 
peru) have struck oSL 

Several companies, including 
British Petroleum w-wd Atlantic 
Richfield have struck out on 
three or four wells and Informed 
sources say they are pulling out.' 

Amerada Hass bad such bad 
results from seismic studies In 
its block that sources say it 
plans to pull out without drilling 
and pay whatever p en a lties the 
government imposes. 

Meanwhile, the government is 
going ahead with construction 
of a 557-mile pipeline through the 
swamps of the Amazon jungle, 
over the Andes mountains to the 
Pacific coast port of Bayovar. 
It is. expected to be completed 
in mid-1976 at a cost which the 
government estimates at $550 mil- 
lion but which oil experts predict 
will reach $650 million. 

The question of major concern 
to many Peruvians is whether 
the nation will produce enough 
oil to fill and pay for the pipe- 
line. 

The answer, based on current 
Amazon reserves of 460 million 
barrels of crude seems to be 
unanimous. Oil experts say at 
current market prices Peru could 
pay off the pipeline but there 
is not enough oil to fill it to 
capacity and reserves could run 
out in as little as two or three 
years. 

“What the government did was 
commit itself to build a pipeline 
before it knew how much oil 
it had," said one oil expert, i *Tt 
was a very aggressive move which 
unfortunately doesn't seem to be 
paying off." 

The bulk ol the pipeline con- 
struction money— $230 million in 
direct funds and $ioo million lor 
Fetroperu’s jungle explorations — 
comes from the Japanese Petro- 
leum Development Corp., a quasi- 
government Institution. 


The loan is to be repaid over 
10 years with a four-year grace 
period' at 63 per cent interest. 
But raw-material-starved Japan 
wants payment in aliquot money; 

The agreanent calls tor Peru 
to supply 1533 mlHton barrels of 
crude phis 102L2 million barrels 
of refined products which wfll be 
valued at international prices 
current at the time of delivery. 
Sources said thip means Peru 
will have to come' up with 50900 
barrels of crude daily for Japan 
starting in 1978. 

Peru currently imparts about 

40.000 barrels of the 120,000 bar- 
rels of crude it uses daily. 

The 80,000 barrels of crude pro- 
duced domestically come from 
two old fields; 40,000 from off- 
shore fields contracted to Bdco 
Petroleum Corp. - of New York, 
and 37,000 from Petroperu’s Ta- 
lara field on the northwest coast 

Bekso is currently working on a 
wildcat drilling program in hopes 
of expanding production while 
Petroperu has been toying to halt 
production drops at Talara. 

OH experts say this means Peru 
must produce a mlntra-nm of 

90.000 barrels of crude daily from 
the Awnmpn if it is to become 
self-suf fldent' and meet its 50,000- 
barrel -per -day commitment to 
Japan. 

But oilmen agree it is a for 
cry from Petroperu president Gen. 
Marco Fernandez Baca's 1972 pre- 
diction that Amazon production 
would be 200,000 barrels per day 
in. 1976. Petroperu has since pre- 
dicted that. Amiwnn production 
will reach 500,000 barrels per day 
by 1980 and 750,000 barrels per 
day by 1987. 

There Is no doubt that a major 
strike could turn these predictions 
into reality. But based on cur- 
rent reserves' of 460 million bar- 
rels — 250 million in Petroperu ’s 
blocks . and 200 million In Occi- 
dental's— experts say that produc- 
tion rate would- be impossible. 

Oilmen say. every well sunk 
costs a miirimian of $2 nnltion. 
especially in bfocks with swampy- 
Inaccessible terrain. Under the 
contracts, foreign companies pay 
all exploration costs and are 
obligated to give Petroperu about 
50 per cent of all the oO. -they 
produce. 


AEG Loss Provision. 

FRANKFURT, June 24 <AP- 
DJ).— The need to cover AEG- 
Telefunken losses incurred through 
the necessity of making - huge 
provisions for risks in the nuclear 
power plant sector will most 
likely not allow AEG to resume 
a dividend payment tor 1975. 
chairman Hans Groebe, said to- 
day. 

Presenting the company's an- 
nual report, Mr. Groebe said that 
the parent company had an after- 
tax loss of 684.72 million deutsche 
marks in 1974. compared with an 
after-tax profit of 7534 million 
DM in 1973. 

Mr. Groebe said technical 
changes that became necessary 
after ’ contracts were signed for 
six such power plants win cause 
large additional costs. 

Mr. Groebe said that without 
the provisions AEG would have 
shown no earning no loss for 
the current year. He attributed 
this decline in earnings to extra- 
ordinary expenditures and cost 
incurred in streamlining .of the 
company's corporate structure. 

The losses in the nuclear power 
sector are attributable to tore 
company's 50-per-cent participa- 
tion in Kraftwerk Union CKWT7). 
in which Siemens AG holds the 
other half. Mr. Groebe said that 
although KWTT is expected to 
begin producing profits later in 
the seventies. AEG is unable, 
financially, to continue holding 
its fun share in the company. 
He added that talks are being 
held with potential new partners. 


VW Experts 
Are Studying 
Plant in V.S. 

Firm Seen Moving 
Quickly on Scheme 

DETROIT. June 24 (AP-DJ > 
Volkswagen Is apparently moving 
more rapidly than expected to- 
ward development of a plan to 
assemble Its cars In the United 
States. 

A team of VW engineers is now 
in Detroit to study the possibility 
of assembling cars in an existing 
auto plant. A short time ago 
VW officials confirmed a renewed 
desire to build cars in the Unit- 
ed States, but stressed that be- 
cause of cash problems they had 
ruled out construction of a new 
plant. 

Sources said that the team of 
VW cost and manufacturing ex- 
perts arrived in the United States 
this week, and have already tour- 
ed Chrysfer’s aging Jefferson 
Avenue assembly plant in Detroit. 

The apparent Interest in a 
Chrysler plant follows a private 
meeting here last mont h between 
Toni Schmuecker, VWs manage- 
ment board chairman. a.wn Lynn 
Townsend, Chrysler chairman. 

At the time, Chrysler said no 
decisions were made although the 
executives discussed a wide range 
of topics, including possible VW 
use of an unfinished assembly 
plant Chrysler started in New 
Stanton, Pennsylvania, in 1969. 

One source indicated that 
there are basically two possibili- 
ties now being studied. 

Under one proposal, VW would 
buy a plant outright and remake 
it to its own needs. In the cose 
of Chry filer's incomplete New 
Stanton plant, the source said, 
this could take two or three 
years. 

On the other hand, an old UJS. 
plant, such as ChrysLer*s Jeffer- 
son Avenue facility, c ould be 
refurbished more rapidly. VW also 
would have a labor pool available 
Immediately, and su ch a plant 
could be converted to VW assem- 
bly within a year. 

A second possibility would be 
to build cars an one production 
line at an existing assembly plant 
while leaving the other lines open 
for continued production by a 
UJ3. auto maker that would be a 
joint partner. 

Under such an arrangement, 
the UH. company presumably 
would own the buildi ng a nd hire 
the workers but VW would 
provide its own parte and super- 
vision. An asse m bly line could 
be converted to production of 
VWs hot-selling Rabbits within 
a year, the source estimated. 

German Car Output Off

DJ 1. — West Germany's automobile 
industry produced 225.678 cars In 
May, down 15 per cent from 266.- 
014 units in April and down 11.7 
per cent from 255.572 units in 
May a year ago, the industry 
federation said today. 

During the first five months of 
the year, car production declined 
16.4 per cent to 1,050,430 units 
from 1355,629 units in the same 
period last year. 


German Bank Sets Write-Offs 
On Past and Potential Losses 


FRANKFURT, June 24 (AP- 
DJ).— Losses already covered and 
newly determined potential losses 
and risks have caused Hessischo 
Landesbank Oiroeentrale (He- 
laha) to make total depreciation 
writeoffs for 1973 and 1974 to- 
gether of 19 billion, deutsche 
marks. Heinz Sippel, chairman, 
said today. 

Presenting ■ the bank’s annual 
report, Mr. Sippel said that the 
writeoffs should cover every pos- 
sible risk of the bank in its 
credit and participation sectors.

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U.S. Tax Aid Fails to Lift Economy 


NEW YORK, June 24 (AP- 
DJ/,— When the tax refunds and 
reduced withholding rates began 
In May, economists saw them as 
a way to gauge the vigor of the 
expected recovery from recession. 
An estimated $6 billion of the

Europe Reserves 
Of Oil Set at 
3.4 Billion Tons 

LUCERNE, Switzerland, June 
24 (Reuters/.— Oil reserves con- 
firmed so far in Western Europe 
amount to around 3.4 billion tons, 
RJL Beck, Chief geologist of the 
Royal Dutch-Shell group said 
today. 

He told the annual meeting of 
the Swiss Oil Union that remain- 
ing oil reserves in the Middle East 
are estimated at around 52 billion 
tons, those in the Communist 
block at 16 billion, in North 
America at 6 billion, in Latin 
America also at 6 billion, In Africa 
at 5 billion and In the Far East 
and Australia at 2 billion tons. 

He said that natural gas re- 
serves are estimated at 5,000 bil- 
lion cubic meters tor Western 
Europe, compared with 14,000 bil- 
lion m the Middle East. 19.000 
billion In the Communist oloc, 

10.000 billion in North America, 

5.000 billion in Africa. 4,000 bil- 
lion in the Far East and Australia 
and 2.000 billion in Latin Amer- 
ica. 

Oil and natural gas production 
in Western Europe currently cov- 
ers around 17 per cent of Its needs. 
Last year’s oil and gas Imports 
in Western Europe amounted to 
the equivalent of 800 million tons. 

Oil and gas reserves still to be 
found in the North Sea will prob- 
ably be around double the figure 
of already confirmed reserves. 
Mr. Beck said, adding that esti- 
mates of reserves five or ten times 
greater than those already con- 
firmed seem Impossible. 

Rome Asks CarJi 
To Stay at Post 

ROME. June 24 (Reutersl.— 
The Italian government today 
formally asked Guido Carll, who 
has tendered his resignation as 
governor of the Bank of Italy, 
to remain at his post. 

An of ficial communique issued 
after a one-hour meeting between 
Mr. Carli and Prime Minister 
A] do Moro said the governor had 
reconfirmed his wish to resign 
after 15 years in the job. 

But the prime minister had 
asked him to continue in view of 
the present difficult economic 
situation, the communique added.

PIECES OF THE FRAME 

By John i siePhee. Farrar. Sirauji and Giroux. 308 pp. ji

WHAT makes n piece of John 
** McPhce’s reportage so re- 
liably superior— like a bamboo 
l];.TOd or a well-centered postage 
stamp? Judging from the 11 
articles he has gathered together 
in his 12th and latest book. 
“Pieces of the Frame" 'most of 
which flrvt appeared m the New 
Yorker magazine i it is caby io 
I dentify the Ingxedienis. 

Most obviousl.v. McPhcc finds 
interesting things to write about 
things like the 1969 Potomac 
Highland and Middle States 
Wiidwater Canoe Championships 

(“Reading the River" i, or the 
present status of the search lor 
the Loch Ness monster '’“Pieces 
of the Frame"*', or what it's like 
to play basketball inside the 
Tower of London '“Basketball 
and Beefeaters''.'. 

Then there is McPhee's facility 
for dreaming up odd and out-of- 
the-way approaches to his sub- 
jects. Like joining up with a 
couple of Georgia naturalists in 
an investigation of the stalking 
range peripheries of frogs and 
water moccasins '“Travels in 
Georgia"'. Or contrasting the 
capitalistic board game of Mono- 
poly with deteriorating Atlantic 
City, on whose geography and 
economy Monopoly was originally 
based '“The Search for Marvin 
Gardens"'. 

Add to this McPhee's knack for 
illustrating with amusing anec- 
dotes. Like his vignette of Scot- 
land's best whisky distiller offer- 
ing McPhee a dram while prepar- 
ing himself a gin and tonic '"Jo- 
sie’s Well"). Or his story about an 
American named R. G. Mac Beth, 
whose name is invariably altered 
by receptionists to Mr. MacDuff. 

Throw in McPhee's flair . for 
imparting odd bits of information, 
like the news that the whites of 
snapping-turtle eggs refuse to 
congeal no matter how long they 
are cooked. And mix in. finally, 
his comic turns of phrase and his 
graceful descriptive powers.

New Company 
Buys the Firm 
Of Late Hurok 

NEW YORK. June 24 <AP>.— 
A new company founded by Roger 
Hall, former manager of the 
Philadelphia Orchestra Associa- 
tion, and three Boston business- 
men has bought the concert man- 
agement firm of the late Sol 
Hurok. it was disclosed yesterday. 

The Massachusetts-based Amer- 
ican Management Corp- bought 
Hurok Concerts Inc., founded by 
Mr. Hurok more than a half- 
century ago. from General Elec- 
tric. GE had administered the 
organization under a now-defunct 
subsidiary. No purchase price was 
disclosed. 

Under the direction of Mr. 
Hurok, who died at 85 last year, 
the management firm brought 
many Russian and European art- 
ists to the United States for the 
first time. 

The Hurok organisation is in 
the midst of a 18-week season at 
the Metropolitan Opera House, 
which will incl u de the Bolshoi 
Opera's first visit to this country 
starting taniorrow.

Pele to Make, or Break, Soccer in U.S.

LONDON, June 24 OHT).— Un- 
precedentedly, the focus of at- 
tention of world soccer has be- 
come New York. More precisely, 
it is Pele. out of retirement to 
play for the New York Cosmos 
club, at a price variously estimat- 
ed between $4 millio n and 87 
milli on. 

If the sprat catches the mack- 
erel, then the Coanos and Amer- 
ican soccer win. indeed find it 
cheap at the price. My feeling 
is that the gamble might work. 
As one who covered much of the 
first, confused season of profes- 
sional soccer in New York right 
years ago, when there were not 
one but two clubs, the Skyline rs 
and. the Generals, playing be- 
fore empty stands at Yankee 
Stadium. I have always believed 
that New York held the key to 
success, and that New York must 
be taken by storm. 

It is snmpthing of a Catch 23 
situation. New Yorkers are either 
totally uninterested In soccer or, 
if they are immigrants and inter- 
ested, they are too well informed 
to accept the Sort of third rate 
soccer which has largely charac- 
terized the new leagues. 

New York demands, and Is used 
to, the best, whether it be in 

American football, baseball, bas- 
ketball or ice hockey. CKve Toye. 
the general manager of the New 
York Cosmos and once a Fleet 
Street sports writer, knows as 
much. Hence the gamble with 
Pele. 

The gamhle could work for a 

number of reasons. First, because 

even a city as ignorant of soccer 
as New York knows all about 
Pele. Though nothing could be 
much less fashionable than the 
Cosmos’ wretched stadium, it. 
could well be fashionable to go 
to watch Pele. 

Second, he would provide an 
ego idea, a point of identification, 
for young Americans, already 
taking to the game In large num- . 
bers throughout the country. 
Third, a large number of these, 
youngsters may be black them- 
selves. So far, soccer has quite 
signally failed to capture the 
imagination of those black ath- 
letes on whom, many of us folk 
the future of the game in the 
United States depended. They 
wanted to be Bill Russell, WUlie 
Mays, Wnt Chamberlain. Now 
they might well want to be Pell. 

as for Pele, I am aware that he 


has been sharply criticized ..both. 
In Brazil and in .Europe far his 
decision to join the Cosmos. Yet 
are these criticisms fair? 

In Brazil, he is attacked for 
having refused to take part in 
the 1974 World Cup. Elsewhere he 
has even been excoriated far re- 
fusing to criticize the excesses of 
the Br azilian . . government. Did 
anybody ever sknilarly attack 
Eusebio, at his peak, for not crit- 
jefoang the government of Dr. 
Salazar? It is a fatuous attitude. 
Thanks largriy to Pele, Brazil won 
the World Cups of 1958 and 1970. 
For me. he tolas superabundantly 
paid any debt he may have both 
to Brazil and to soccer. Now, at 
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Los Angeles at Houston, n. 
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Pittsburgh at Philadelphia, 3, a.. 
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the age of 34, be Is fully entitled 
to make this extra money. 

In the process, he could well 
expedite the development of soc- 
cer in. the United States by five 
or ten. years. And if he can do 
that, then professional soccer and 
soccer players everywhere will be 
more deeply in toils debt than ever.

Pele, who was carried from the 
soccer field on a stretcher last 
week, will be fit to play far the 
New York Cosmos Friday against 
Rochester, general manager Clive 
Toye toms said. 

Pele was taken from the field 
last Friday with a suspected knee 
Injury after he scored wtoiat ap- 
peared to be the equalizing goal 
against Boston. The tally was 
disallowed, but before the refer- 
ee’s' decision wa s known, hundreds 
of enthusiastic fans invaded the 
lnflt3d to mob the Brazilian star.

But Stan Smith, whose game 
luu gone downhill since he won 
here in 1972, again disappointed 
himself as he was eliminated from 
tennis* most prestigious event. 
Tlie tall American, seeded No. 7, 
was ousted by South African By- 
ron Bertram, 6-1. 6-2. 6-L 
Bertram underwent surgery on 
his arm and was out of tennis 
for eight months before getting 
back to the game last monib. 
Last year he never even got 
through the Wimbledon qualify- 
ing tournament. 

The defeat of Smith came late 
in the day when many of t*e 
spectators had begun to drift 
home after a day of tennis. 

'Hie bookies had made Smith 
a 6-to-l shot for the title. Ber- 
tram, along with dozens of others, 
was given odds of 50 to 1. 

Smith’s big service made him 
one of the most feared contend- 
ers for the £10.000 <823.0001 title. 
Yet. in one Incredible hour Ber- 
tram completely tamed Smith. 

Bertram, sop of a former South 
African Davis Cup player, said af- 
terwards lie had never played a 
match like it. But tie added: 
"Smith was not playing well." 

Smith's serve and volley game 
completely disappeared. Instead. 
Bertram was returning service, 
racing to the net and hitting win- 
ning volleys himself.

Just 10 days ago. when the 
"forgotten man" from Nashville. 
Tenn.. shot a first-round 65 iu 
the last, tournament before the 
open, his family couldn't believe 
tlie caption one newspaper ran 
under liis picture.

7VEW YORK — -After six months 
away from Washington the 
place seemed only slightly less 
remote to me than Zambia. 
Little that happened there 
seemed to have much to do with 
the daily trials of American life, 
and although the newspapers 
were always filled with stuff about 
what had hap- 
pened in Wash- 
ington, and why 
this was im- 
mensely vital lo 
the American des- 
tiny and other- 
wise fraught with 
heavy freight, I 
read it with in- 
creasing indiffe- 
rence and dis- 
belief. Baker 

While Washing- 
ton labored through 12 columns 
of newsprint a day. the world X 
inhabited seemed almost entirely 
unaffected. Goods continued to 
become more expensive, and 
more people than ever lost jobs. 
Education continued to collapse 
and crime to increase. 

The trains were breaking down. 
Airplanes were too expensive for 
any but the upper classes, and 
mass transportation was a ruin. 
Once-plectiful housing could be 
had now only by the well-to-do. 
Bankers toot your money and 
paid you 5 per cent for it. then 
offered to lend It hack to you 
at 13 per cent. 

Large corporations engaged in 
bribery of the rich and larceny 
against the umicli. Crooks who 
were well-connected walked free, 
television continued to promote 
mass imbecility and the dream of 
youth became a license to prac- 
tice law. live to £10 and retire 
to eternal sunshine to watch re- 
runs of the Johnny Carson Show 

Washington's effect on all {his 
was indiscernible. It occurred 
to me that Washington didn't 
matter very much, certainly not 
as much as all the attention 
Washington paid to itself sug- 
gested it did. 

The chroniclers and celebrants 
of Washington — the news col- 
umnists and television commen- 
tators— do not concede this 
point They worry that the rest 
of the country has soured on 
Washington because of too much 
knowledge about official corrup- 
tion and too much posturing and 
lying by the Washington great. 

We are regularly summoned to 
renew faith and credibility in the 
great place and its men. and poli- 
ticians scheme to gull us of votes 
with promises to rub the tarnish 
off the brass. 

This is for too lugubrious a 
view of the matter, and even 
insulting to the governed- The 
more likely state of affairs is 
that people have became wise 
about Washington, know that 
what happens there doesn't 
greatly matter and are either 


bored by or indifferent to Its 
empty commotions. 

That Washington reads hos- 
tility and suspicion Into this per- 
, fectly natural and fawyithy re- 
sponse to a record of consistent 
nonperformance suggests an ad- 
vanced case of narcissism on the 
Potomac. 

After my six months out of 
. Washington ft was shocking to 
discover what a tiny place it was. 
Except for three men— President 
Ford, the eternal Henry Kissin- 
ger, and Sen. Kennedy — there 
was scarcely a soul there of any 
consequence to toe world beyond 
Cfcevv Chase. 

President Ford, though gen- 
erally recognized as largely in- 
competent to be President, con- 
veys such reassuring geniality 
and bluff regular-guy good fel- 
lowhood that lie could probably 
be elected in a landslide, since 
choosing anybody else would re- 
quire people' to care more than 
they think it's worth right now 
to care about things like presir 
dents. 

* • * 

Kissinger and Kennedy provide 
a light romantic polish to the 
dun surface of government— Kis- 
singer with his flying red carpet; 
Kennedy trailing wisps of Came- 
lot and Chappaqulddick— but the 
rest cast no shadows. There 
must surely be a secretary of de- 
fense. but no one knows his 
name. He presides over the 
Pentagon, which always gets the 
money, no matter how empty 
your wallet may be at the super- 
market. which is the only impor- 
tant thing to know outside Wash- 
ington. 

Is there still a Cabinet? Per- 
haps. Does it matter? Surely 
not. And the Congress. One 
reads constantly about the Con- 
gress. its turmoil its ferocity, its 
assertion of congressional pre- 
rogative against presidential 
caesaxism. and yet oil prices still 
go higher. . Cities still rot, the 
trains still break down. 

And there are presidential 
candidates galore. The papers 
swarm with them. A mass of 
job hunters, indistinguishable, 
except for their fine tailoring 
and ghost-written position pa- 
pers. from the millions of job 
hunters an the streets of Detroit. 
Cleveland. New York. 

This view of Washington seen 
from a distance la what Wash- 
ington calls isolationist. The 
term is another illustration u 1 
Washington's narcissism. Seen 
from a distance, it is Washington 
that lodes Isolated, small and In- 
consequential casting little 
weight in the scales of daily 
American life, but combing its 
hair far the ball in the East 
Boom and wondering why every- 
body doesn't come from miles 
around to press noses against 
the fences and watch it troop 
by. to the dance.

P ARIS rZHT). — Oscar would 
have eaten his heart out if 
his ghost had been lurking ex- 
pectantly. for the past 75 years 
or so, around a certain drawing 
room in London. 

"We never talked about him,” 
Jane Wilde said the other day, 
over a gin-and-tonlc, in another 
drawing room, this one over- 
looking the Avenue Montaigne. 
She was 16 years old. in fact, 
when toe first became aware 
that toe was related to The 
Most Dangerous Man in Vic- 
torian England. Her father, 
toe says, will still not talk 
about him, although, when he 
was younger, according to Jane, 
“he was the image of Oscar.” 

She and her father are col- 
lateral descendants of Wilde, 
who died In 1900 leaving two 
sons. Vyvyan and CyriL As a 
result of the scandal Involving 
their father. Mis. Wilde had 
changed the family name to 
Holland. Cyril was killed in 
action with the British Army in 
World War I. Vyvyan Holland 
'who, in 1954. told his own 
story in "Son of Oscar Wilde,”! 
was a writer and gourmet, a 
co-founder of Britain's Wine 
and Food Society. He died at 
80, In 1967. leaving a son named 
Merlin. Jane Wilde’s line of 
descent is from a cousin of Six 
w iuia.m Wilde. Oscar’s father— 
a celebrated eye surgeon (his 
patients Included Mendelssohn) 
and also, according to Jane 
Wilde, a celebrated womanizer. 

Thus the theoretically linking 
ghost— or, alternatively, skele- 
ton m the family closet— was, 
as far as she is concerned. 


liberated around 1960. Looking 
back today, at 30, she seems to 
have mixed feelings about the 
event. A cool poised woman, 
toe is aware that the average 
family would not put kinship to 
Oscar Wilde on a par with, say,' 
a collateral link to Sweeney 
Todd, toe Mad Barber of Fleet 
Street.

According to Jane Wilde, 
people stDl snicker— but not, un- 
fortunately, at his wit: The

In Silence 


That this Is what retails as 
wit nowadays, and at the ex- 
pense of someone like Wilde, 
she passes over In silence. Nor 
does she seem disposed to dwell 
on the fact that the crime for 
which her relative was sent to 
Reading Gaol— pederasty— has 
long since ceased to be a crime 
in England. She has evidently 
accepted the knowledge that, 75 
years after his death in Paris, 
the public at large has still not 
reached the point of being able 
to forget the lurid reputation 
and celebrate the man and his 
works. The EnpUsA-spe&klng 
public, that is. For in R-ance,

as everyone knows, the reasons 
for all the hoo-ha across the ' 
Channel in the late nineties 
were never really grasped. (Or 
were they? Were the French 
Immune from their own brand 
of sexual hypocrisy as early as 
the nineties?* 

Anyway, it - was, after all to 
France that Oscar fled after 
getting out of Jail in 1897. -And 
the French— unlike the English 
— unlike, even, his own family, 
—never turned their backs on 
him His stock, indeed, has 
perhaps never been highwr here 
than It is today— far reasons 
that may or may not be related., 
to the sexual revolution of the 
last decade. Throughout the 
Anglo-Saxon world, homosexual 
writers have been discarding 
their masks— in some cases, as 
with EM. Forster, posthumously
